'I'he imiilei' 
slriiek at il again with bis ;;iin, but 
al the inoineiit he did ^o In- 
slipped and he I'l H. The fall kiKu k- 
ed the gun from his iiands and out of 
his reach. Tho eagle had dodged 
Ills blow again, and risen In the air 
somcwiial. As he lay flat and help- 
less upon tlicgronnd, tiio bird swoop- 
ed down upon hliii with a scream 
tiiat waked llie echoes. 'I'he man' 
called lo ills friend lo cumc and lielu 
liim.

llieni thai they became his eiilliiisias- 
tie diiiciples,'&iul were proud to call 
him tiiuslci'. 

His sway over the coliscrvalivo 
ediiialcd class, elergyiiien, doctors, 
judges, lawyers. jonrnalislH, was as 
poncrl'iil as over the young men. He 
was nut a man of lUo people. Kioni 
them his habit of abstruse lliouglii 
and the soVcro logic of Ids utterance 
seemed to divorce hint. Yet even 
tlie liiiediieatcd masses lovud hllU. 
riiey did not iiiiderslaild tho man. 
bill they trusted the Statesman, and 
obeyed tlie leader. 

An aneciloto shows the charactcr- 
IhIIc power of tlic groat Houth Caro- 
linian, and perhaps indicates <nii' of 
tiio i|nKlitios (if bis 1 liaraeter tlial 
gave him iiitliieiice over the eonimoii 
peo|il('. 

When Mr. Caliioiin liegaii his po- 
ll Ileal cai-oer, a fierce struggle raged 
in South Carolliila. Uiie party 
soiiglit lo ovi rthrow an aristocratic 
feature of the Stale ( unsl itnt ion. 
The pl'op(>^ed change was earnestly 
resisted by llie Conservatives, and 
theennlesl excited the whole com- 
munity. 

Mr. Caliiouii and Mr. Yaucy were 
tlic leaders of the hostile parties. 
Kaeli was the Mle of bi" band. They 
no t in piililic debate, and then lol- 
lou cil uiie of llie strangest scenes in 
Ann rican polities. Mr. Yaney piili- 
llely ooiilcssed himself a convert to 
his rival's view, and juined his party. 

Yaiic)'s I'rh nds were almost struck 
duiiib with surprise. One of them, 
an ecieiilrie iiiaii known as "rinlc 
Jieob Marvin, 'was aviulijiil |i»rtiiaii. 
who could see nothing right iii an en- 
emy and iiolliiiig wrong in u friend, 
lie loved Yaney, and haled Calhoun. 
When be beard that his friend and 
leader bad giiiie liver lo his personal 
foe and political eiieiny. ho swore, 
with innch blaspneiny, lliat lie would 
thrash Calhoun. 

Straightway ho stalled to ('xecnt<' 
bis Ihiial. I'iiiding Calhoiiii, who 
bad been informed of .Murviii'n vow. 
walking on the pi of bis hotel, 
the angry partisan took a stand 
where liU'eneiuy would iiuss bim. 

Mr. Calhoun appi-ouclicd. bowed, 
spoke a kind word of -alnlation, lieiil 
out his band. M lih li u as mil taken, 
and then with a bland siiiile passed 
on. 

i'nclo ilac'ob" was spell-liound. 
Several tiiius Callioun passed and 
repassed, eaeli time with tho saino- 
gentlemaiily salutation. Al last, the 
iiiiniaiiiieil ".laciib" could no longer 
willisland the genial advances of his 
great adversary. IiiipiiNively he 
grasped (.'alliouirs hand, and telling 
him his errand, begged his pardon. 

Ariii-iii-urin the two walked the 
piaz/.n, while .Mr. t'alhonii, in lan- 
guage adapted to "I iiclc .lacob's" iin- 
ilerstaiidiiig, cautiously jiressid his 
political views. The tierce partisan 
became another of Calhmiti's con- 
verts, aud after llial one of the ticrc- 
esl of Ills followers. 

Mr. (."aliioiin did not lirofess lo be 
governed in his ( (induct towards oth- 
er men by the precepts of the New 
Testatiiciil, bill ho certainly acted 
out of the .Master's rule as to the 
trealtucut of enemies. The result 
showed the rare good senso of the 
statesman, and verilied llio wisdom 
of the Man who "epake aa never man 
spake."

Tliere 
is from 20 to per cent, dill'ei'cnee 111 
wciglil ol eggs, yet liie custom Is 
almost universal \\\ tiio easUiru mar- 
kets of selling them by the dozen at 
a uniform price. F.ven ducks' eggs, 
whieli are niiieli larger and regarded 
by some as rielier, bring no iiiurc 
liian the smallest Ik ns' (^gs of not 
half the weight. In Calilornia, eggs, 
fruits and inaiiy other articles that 
are here sold by thedo7.cn, the bunch, 
orbymeasiiie. are sold by wciglit. 
The praelieeis a good one, and works 
beiiellcially for all parlies, especially 
for Ibe producer. It operates as a 
premium upon the ( uliivalloii of Hie 
most productive varieties of fruits, 
vegetables and farm stock. Tiie far- 
mer who Is painstaking willi bis 
poiiltr) and gel- the largest weight 
iu eggs has a fair reward for his skill 
and industry. The present custom is 
a ]ii'eiiiiiim io light wciglit and good 
layers. We need a change In the iii- 
torcsl of fair dealings in trade, and if 
necessary it slioiild lie enforced bv 
legislation. If tin: legislature is eoni- 
peteiit lo tlx the weight of a bushel 
of corn or potatoe's. it can easily reg- 
ulate the wciglit of a doxen of eggs, 
and thus proinulo exact' justice be- 
tween buyer and seller.
